Famous Check Signers 


From the collection of Mr. Eric Newman 
Loaned through his courtesy. 


A check payable to JAMES BUCHANAN, on the Office of Discount 
and Deposit of the Bank of the United States, February 21, 
1827. Endorsed to another party by Buchanan on back. 
Buchanan was then a young (35) congressman from Pennsylvania. 


A check payable to ULYSSES S, GRANT, on Scott & Company, 
Leavenworth, Kansas, June 10, 1872, when Grant was in his 
first term of office as president. Earlier, in 1856, Grant 
was briefly a customer of Boatmen's. 


A check written and signed by JAMES MADISON, on the Bank of 
Columbia, Washington, 1813. Madison was then in his second 
term of office, and the city of Washington was less than 13 
years old. 


Original autograph check of ROBERT FULTON. «The. entire cheek, 
in the amount of six dollars on the Manhattan Bank and dated 
1811, was written by him. All Fulton autographs are very rare. 


Check of JAMES A, GARFIELD, dated 1870, when Garfield had 

been a congressman for some seven years, and a decade before 
he succeeded Grant to the presidency. Used to draw from his 
account with the Sergeant-at-Arms, U. S. House of Representatives. 


Check written and signed by Brigham Young, on the Utah Southern 
Railroad Company, dated 1872. The Mormon leader was then in 
his 71st year. He died five years later, survived by 17 wives 
and 47 children. 


Genuine autograph signatures of CHARLES CARROLL of Carolton, 
the noted signer of the Declaration of Independence. He lived 
to be 95 years old, and these checks were written in his 93rd 
and 94th years. He was the original owner of the land on which 
the city of Washington was built. 


A six-months note signed by JOSEPH PULITZER, dated September 18, 
1872, It was payable to Emil Preetorius in the amount of $4,500. 
It is believed to represent payment for an interest in the 
Westliche-Post, of which Preetorius was editor and part-owner. 
This was Pulitzer's first financial venture in newspaper 
Proprietorship. Only seven years before, in November, 1865, he 
had arrived in St. Louis without friends or money.
